year succeeded, it would do much 
to end the world crisis, 

In-many, countries, lie said,

BATHING BEACHES

Strong objections to the 
proposed introduction of a 
flat-rate fare for buses on

Air Accidents, 

IT hope you will forgive me for 
Starting: with crather 
aspect, Torefer ‘to air accidents. 
Publie opinton about flying is 
greatly influenced by accidents and 
I feel fought to speak about them. 
The Jast thing Fowant to do-is to 
give you an unduly optimistic out- 
look, or to discount the 
aspect of these accidents, but it is 


necessary for somcony to give them 
their true value in relation to avia- 
tion progress As a whale. In thi 

matter, assistance from the Press, 
hy the publication of rather more 
accurate information and con- 
sidered and informed reports fs 
opposed to “popular” and “rushed" 
news, would be a help. 

Now, firstly, the majority of ac- 
cidents occur in stunt or experi- 
mental flying, or in connexion with 
R. A, F. service flying. Secondly, 
quite 90 per cent are due to per- 
sonal and very human errors, and 
not to structural or mechanical 
failure in) machines or engines. 
This is particularly true of British 
flying. (In ordinary straight-for- 
ward civilian and commercial avia- 
tion there have been very few 
serious crashes. Fen in a flight 
which is in the nature of an experl- 
ment there is no justification for 
inadequate preparations or —un- 
necessary disregard for safety. 
But, if you embark on something 
new, whether it be a pioneer nd- 
venture or an. attempt at record 
breaking 2 great deal more must 
he risked than would normally be 
the case. It is very diMeult to get 
the public'to sce this, and to dis- 
tinguish between stunts and ex- 
periments on the one hand and se- 
gular straight flying on the other. 
Hence, unless the conditions and 
aims of each flight are studied, the 
significance or failures in relation 
to flying as a whole, cannot be 
obtained. : 


Making for Safety. 


I would never suggest that ven- 
turesome flights should be dis- 
couraged. Apart . from the fact 
thnt it would be a poor thing if you 
were ever to get to the “nothing 
venture” stage, as much if not 
quite as much, is learnt from the 
failures as from the successes, and 
the sum total goes to provide some- 
thing towards safety’ and success 


“A Look 
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for thoso coming after. We have, 
by no means, and this is a yery 
important point, -reaclied the stage 
at which our knowledge of aviation 
is sufficient to ensure safety and re- 
gularity in-overything we attempt. 

A grent deal of our knowledge 
can only be bought by prnctical 
trial, Nobody, for instance, could 
posalhly forecast tho difficulties to 

© freed and’ how to meet them, 
or the behavluur of machines and 
onginon under conditions such as 
obtain on long-distance flights, or 
at tho high speeds of the Schneider 
Trophy Rice. We owe an immense 
amount to pioneers, successful and 
unsuccessful, and to those, such as 
tha Inte -ilight Lieut. Waghorn, 
who da the experimental “wark.. 
Now, In tho ordinary course of 
RA. service flying, risks must 
bo faken for military purposes, 
whieh are not Inherent in stratght- 
forward civil nviation, jurt as sub- 
marine work fs 0 necessary part of 
Naval’ work. : 

Everything humanly possible is 
done te guard against forseenble 
accidents. Each year brings some 
now alds lo sanfety to our-help, and 
the number of flights made and 
miles: flown increase in -proportion 
to-the aceidenta, If, . therefore. 
flying accidenta are examined in 
their true perapective, there is no 
cause for despondency, The 
Ploneer apirit in every human en- 
deavour says, “the best thing to do 
with risk dx to take it, but do net 
confuse the adventurers with) the 
min in the street. Both are es- 
sential to human progress.

TE should now Jike to refer toa 
few pointa about air travel which 
must interest us all, sinee it would 
bring Hongkong so vlose to Singa- 
pore and Shanghai, and within a 
matter of minutes of Canton and 
Macao, Geographically, the situa-

If it Is contemplated 
to make Hongkong an air port, may 
I make a few personal suggestions 
of what I believe to be necessary 
for success?

(5) Provide adequate and ef- 
ficient maintentnce staff and facill- 
ties, 

(6) Have at Ienst 100 per cent, 
reserve of michines and engines 
and, . 
(7) Do not be too ambitious at 
first.

‘I shold now Vike to refer 
briefly to some of the more recent 
important avintion developmenta, 
which are worth following. It is 
a pecitinrity of aircraft design that 
with present matoriais and ideas 
it ‘is practically {impossible to 
obtain maximum efficiency in ‘the 
three principal qualities required 
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in a machine, namely, speed, climb 
and lift. If you go for two of 
these you must sacrifice a good deal 
of the third, or compromise all 
round.: For instance, the Schneider 
‘Trophy machines are built with 
speed ns the Felnalbe! element. 
They ean climb rapidly os long as 
the engine is pulling them up, but 
have very short endurance, just 
sufficient to last the course. Long 
distance machines aim aeaeonk t 
at endurance and at climb or speed,

Never, was a 
constitutional quarrel more lightly 
Challenged, and = the Government's 
emphatic refusal was inevitable, 
The ‘tacties of the Conservative 
Party in the House of Lords are 
destined to lead the rank and file to 
disaster unless wanton wrecking en- 
thusiasms ave curbed. “I am not 
afvaid of the issue of the Peers ver- 
sus the People,” says Lord Hailsham 
but the noble Peer is out of his 
time. This is the twentieth cen- 
tury, and nothing iy more likely to 
keep the Labour Government.‘in 
Power than a justified appeal to the 
country against partisan obstruction 
of democratic legislation.

On- this 
morning ‘the road lending to the 
Park was like. n fair, Ascending 
the slope which lends to the tem- 
ple E found myaelf among n crowd 
of people—old and young, men, 
women and children. Seores of 
Japanese deer (Cervussika) wan- 
dered freely in the crowd, 

At the sides of the road there 
were stalls, as in a fair, for the 
salo of refreshments, also flowers 
and knick-knacks of various kinds, 
charms made. from the tines and 
chippings of stags’ antlers, and 
koft ontmeal cakes were sold by 
Japanese girly in picturesque 
costume, " 


Jupancse Deer, 


Japanese deer are handsome 
animals standing 2ft. 8in. with

are furnished with four tines 
which, like antlers in general, are 
shed in the autumn.

The floor 
of the arena is grass-covored, and 
the auditorium is sented like an 
amphitheatre protected to prevent 
an ongile buck from jumping 
among the audience.

The clever animals quickly learn 
the tricks of the ring and. cun- 
ningly avoid the net.” Their tac- 
tics jn the arena are exciting;

It fs reported by ono of the 
Trustees of the Zoroastrian- Funds
